(Continued from Page 1-A) 
sufficient to warrant the Instal­ 
lation of the North Torrance- 
Inglewood run, It was said. This 
routing would give passengers 
access to the Gardena, Cren- 
shaw, Manchester, Sunset, Ingle-

 ood and IMS Angeles transport­ 
ation systems, thus providing 
connections for all West Los 
Angeles.

The need for service to North 
Torrance is mentioned as the 
principal reason for petitioning 
for the new lines.

Ward said:
The present and proposed de- 

velppment of the housing in the 
area north of Torrance justifies 
the installation of a bus line 
'rom Torrance to Inglewood. In 
view of the repeated requests 
rrom the residents of Torrance 
for transportation of this 
nature, I recommend that the 
City Council authorize the Bus 
Department to install a bus line 
from Torrance to Inglewood.

I have surveyed this area 
quite thoroughly and propose the 
following route: First terminal, 
Beacon Drug, Gramercy and Ca- 
brillo. Along Gramercy to Cra-
 ens, to Torrance blvd., to Cren- 

shaw, to Manchester, to Haw­ 
thorne blvd. (La Brea), making 
the necessary turn around at 
this point to give our pasengers 
access to the Gardena Bus Line, 
Crenshaw Bus Line, Manchester 
Bus Line, Sunset Stages Beach 

line, Inglewood Transit Lines 
and the Los Angeles Transit 
street car I^o. 5.

In order to inaugurate the 
above proposed service on a half- 
hour and hourly schedule, it will 
be necessary to purchase three 
25 passenger buses and one 43- 
passenger bus. Therefore, I re- 
commeqd that the City Council 
authorize the purchase of such 
equipment

The need for larger .building 
accommodations and adequate 
facilities for the proper main­ 
tenance of bus equipment is 
acute. I recommend that the 
City Council authorize the City 
Engineer to prepare and present 
plans and cost of a new bus 
garage. I would suggest that 
the building on the northwest 
corner of Huber and 213th sts., 
which was erected recently by 
the National Supply Company, 
be given careful consideration 
inasmuch as this building is 
ideal for use by all city depart­ 
ments.

(Continued from Cage 1-A) 
need only look to our neighbor 
city of Gardena. The card gam 
parlors were licensed by the Gar 
dena City Council, without a 
vote of the electorate, and now 
the good people of Gardena are 
compelled to fight a tough bat­ 
tle in the coming election on 
April 9 to vote out the gam­ 
blers. The Gardena card game 
operators are spending money 
lavishly in the present campaign 
to keep control in Gardena.

"All the arguments about tax 
savings in Gardena, which has

Torrance Use Of Palos Verdes Main 
To Transport Water To Walteria OK

It will be possible for the City of Torrance to transport water 
through the 14-Inch main of the Palos Verdes Water Company 
from the Metropolitan Water District reservoir on Palos Verdes
hills to Walteria, under provisions of a letter sent to the City
Council. 

The directors of the MWD
said that they would permit use
of the Palos Vcrdes Water Co.
line provided the plan Is ap­ 
proved by the city; that the
water Is metered Into the Palos
Verdes line and metered ou
again so that the city gets the
same amount of.water that is
drawn from metropolitan; that
the MWD bill tho City of Tor­ 
rance for the water, and that
the MWD does not assume re­ 
sponsibility for quality of the
water after It Is blended with
water from another source. The
MWD likewise would not agree
to furnish standby service to
Pa.los Vcrdes Water Co. and that
company would serve solely as
a carrier from the district's sys­ 
tem to Walteria. 

The plan to use the Palos
Verdes line was suggested to
save the cost of building a line
from Oak st. in Lomita, at this
tale, due to the fact that funds
voted in Southwest Torrance for
the new water district will pro­ 
vide for only a 12-inch main. Lo-
:al authorities say that a 16- 
inch main will be needed, and
it was suggested that the Palos
Vcrdes main be used until funds
could be built up by the water
company to construct the large
main. 

Also the use of the Palos Vcr-
Ics main would serve some 600 
norc acres of high land which 
rill go without service under 

the present system, it *was said. 
The line also would provide 

lirect service to Hollywood Ri- 
iera, in event a district is form­ 

ed there, it was said.
